The Lord Is My Shepherd 


Perhaps there is not a por- 
tion of scripture that is more 
familiar or more beloved than 
the twenty-third Psalm: The 
Psalm itself is written in a 
language that reflects the cus- 
toms of a long-ago and mostly 
forgotten time and place, One 
might well wonder why it speaks 
so eloquently and beautifully 
to men and women of every 
generation, Closer observa- 
tion reveals that the universal 
appeal of the Psalm is the re- 
flection of real human need and 
abundant divine provision. 
Space here will not allow a 
complete exposition, but no- 
tice some of the needs and 
provisions that are seen, 

The Psalmist says, ‘The 
Lord is my Shepherd, I have 
everything I need.’’ Human 
needs and drives are such that 
they demand fulfillment. God 
has so richly endowed the won- 
derful world which He created, 
that it is capable of producing 
enough to provide for all the 
physical needs of human be- 
ings. When there is want in 
the world, it is not because 
God intended it that way, but 
because man has, in one way 
or the other, aborted the cycle 
of want and provision, How 
sad that man becomes less 
than His Creator intended 
him to be, and in the process 
becomes more abusive of his 
fellow man and of his own bet- 
ter nature, Yet, in a world 
where there is universal need, 
the one who places his trust 
in the Lord can rest assured 
of the ability and will of the 
Lord to provide everything he 
needs, 

The provisions of the Lord 
are not limited to the physical 
world, says the Psalmist. He, 
the Lord, also provides new 
strength for every difficult sit- 
uation. The 23rd Psalm echoes 
the words of Isaiah, ‘They 
that wait upon the ‘Lord shall 
renew their strength... ”’ 
While the followers of the 
Lord may anddo become weary, 
there is always at their dispo- 
sal a source of strength that 
does not run out and is con-

In the presence of the Lord, 
the believer finds a spiritual 
banquet spread in such abun- 
dance that his cup is over- 
flowing. The overflowing life 
is the one that is so filled with 
the awareness of God that it 
can surmount every difficulty 
and live victoriously, Those 
who live on the level of the 
purely physical must be forever 
faced with a life that has ‘run 
dry,’’ but not so with those who 
feast at the table of the Lord, 
for their cups run over, Like 
an artesian well, the fountains 
of God do not run dry, but are 
constantly in the process of 
bubbling over with the joys of 
the Lord, You see, it is not 
necessary to live on the nega- 
tive and pessimistic side of 
the street -- come on over to 
where the wells of the Lord 
are running over with good 
things for the mind and the 
heart. 


In a rare burst of faith, the 
Psalmist closes his beautiful 
poem with the confident state- 
ment that he will ‘‘dwell in the 
house of the Lord forever.” 
The Old Testament does not 
often speak with clarity about 
the life to come, but- in mo- 
ments of inspired faith, the 
writers reach beyond their 
understanding to affirm confi- 
dence in the future. Christians 
today can speak with even more 
assurance, because they have 
the example and promise of 
Jesus Christ the resurrected 
Son of God, If this life were 
the end, then despair would be 
the order of the day, but thanks 
be to God for the unspeakable 
promise of eternal life in ‘‘His 
house.’’ Home is one of the

Robert Mason Combs is a 
pharmacist by trade - a tal- 
ented artist by preference and 
choice. Com)s is owner of 
Flocoe Drugs in the mountain 
town of Pineville, Ky., and I 
became acquainted with him 
soon after I saw his work at a 
nearby state park. A native 
of Pineville, he studied at the 
Harris School of Art, Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, in the late 
1930’s. Combs graduated from 
the Ad Art School, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., and holds a bachelor of 
science degree in Pharmacy 
from Duquesne University, 
Pittsburgh. 

Combs worked as an illus- 
trator at the Pittsburg (Pa.) 
Sun Telegraph, as a_ layout 
artist for the L. W. Roush 
Advertising Agency in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and was associated 
with Penn Art Studios in Pitts- 
burgh. After an apprentice- 
ship with Saul Tepper in New 
York City, he returnedto Pine- 
ville where he now does free- 
lance art work. 

“‘T became interested in art 
when I was achild,’’ Combs re- 
called, ‘‘and my ambition then 
was to become a cartoonist 
for the Walt Disney organiza- 
tion.’’

LAWN PEST

infested with the spurweed. 
This weed is green incolor and 
grows low on the ground. Even 
when green, it hasasticky spur 
which is very aggravating. You 
cannot walk on the lawn unless 
you have shoes on. 

We are using some mater- 
ials now on selected lawns to 
see if we can bring this weed 
under control. Ifyou would like 
to participate in this program 
or get information on the con- 
trol of spurweed, I hope you 
will get in touch with me and 
I will help you. 


LABORATORY SERVICES 

We get quite a few inqui- 
ries regarding the location of 
laboratories for various types 
of water analysis. If you plan 
to get some water sampled, it 
is important to send it to the 
correct laboratory and to col- 
lect the samples correctly. 

For minerals such as iron, 
salt, sulphur, mg. calcium, etc. 
contact: Mr. Tony Malatino, 
Water Quality Research Divi- 
sion, Geological Survey of Ala- 
bama, P. O. Drawer O, Uni- 
versity, Al. 35486, phone 759-

When you send inasample, 
you need to write to Mr, Mala- 
tino first, and he will send you 
a collection bottle that he wants 
you to use for this. 

For bacteria count, get a 
sample bottle and instructions 
for collecting the sample from 
the health office. If you have 
needs for pesticide analysis, 
pesticide misuse problems, or 
information on industrial pollu- 
tants get in touch with me and 
I will let you know which lab- 
oratory to write to.

Is Paying Off 


Recycling centers of Owens- 
Illinois, Inc., the nation’s larg- 
est glass container manufactur- 
er, purchased more than 262 
million glass containers from 
the public for recycling in 1975 
—enough to fill more than 
2,600 railroad freight cars. (A 
40-foot rail hopper car holds 
about 25 tons of uncrushed 
glass containers.)

Even the courts 
would not use the stamps any 
more, So, the people who want- 
ed the stamps tried to bring 
it back into place but the act 
was a failure and no one in 
them. Of all the towns in Am- 
erica, Boston was the only one 
in that kind of predicament. 
In the back of Boston was an 
active citizen club. One of the 
most influential persons in the 
club was Samuel Adams. Sam- 
uel tried to influence the par- 
liament but they declared their 
right to tax the Colonies, See- 
ing the people could not buy 
the things such as lead, glass, 
paper, paint and tea. It lead to 
a prompt boycutt on the English 
merchants. 

So on Dec. 16, 1773, at the 
close of a town meeting, which 
was adjourned with Adams 
statement, ‘‘This meeting can 
do nothing more than to save 
the country.’’ A group of citi- 
zens, largely resonsible men, 
disguised more or less thor- 
outhly as Indians, proceeded 
to the wharf, boarded the ve- 
ssels, opened their chest and 
threw the tea into the Boston 
harbour. So entirely was the 
one, an 
radical act so conservatively 
carried out that it evinced not 
a spontaneous act, but a care- 
fully premedidated one. It was 
an act which could be passed 
unnnoticed only if the govern- 
ment intended to waive all but 
ostensible sovereignty. This it 
closed the port of Boston and 
since this meant the ruin of 
the city, it precipitated formal 
revolt. More troops were sent 
to preserve order. Thomas 
Gage in command, was arather 
mild administrator and did his 
best in trying circumstances. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON 
George Washington was our 
first president. He served as 
president of the convention that 
wrote the United States Con- 
stitution. Washington was the 
commander of the Continental 
army that won the Independence 
from Great Britain. Many times 
Washington was nearly killed, 
As a boy he explored the wild- 
erness, When he was older, 
he helped the British fight the 
French and Indians, Washington 
was known as the ‘Father of 


His County.” For nearly 20. 


yéars he guided his country 
much as a father cares for a 
growing child, He helped shape 
the beginning of the United 
States. The people of his day 
loved him. Washington lived an 
exciting life. From the Revolu- 
tionary on his birthday is cele- 
brated by everyone inthe United 
States, Washington went to 
school only until he was 14 or 
15. Many people told stories 
about George Washington, like 
the one where he chopped down 
the cherry tree. Washington 
did not chop down the cherry 
tree as far as we know. When 
Washington was-president there

When in the course of human 
events, it becomes necessary 
for one people to dissolve the 
political bands which have con- 
nected-them with another and 
to assume among the power 
of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the Laws 
of Nature and of Nature’s God 
entitle them, a decent respect 
to the opinions of mankind re- 
quires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to 
the separation. 

We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness. 

That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted am- 
ong men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
government, In every stage of 
these oppressions we have pe- 


titioned for predress in the’ 


most humble terms: Our re- 
peated petitions have been an- 
swered only by repeated injury, 
A prince, whose character is 
thus marked by every act which 
may define a tryant is unfit 
to be the ruler of a free peo- 
ple. 

For the support of this 
Declaration, with a firm re- 
liance on the protection of di- 


.vine Providence, we mutually

their former systems of gov- 
ernment, The history of the 
present King of Great Britain 
is a history of repeated injur- 
ies and surpations, all having 
indirect object the establish- 
ment of an abosolute tyranny 
over these States. To prove 
this, let facts be submitted to 
a candid world, For quartering 
large bodies of armed troops 
among us,

Delegates from the colonies 
met in the continental congress 
and on July 4, 1776 adapted 
the Declaration of  Inde- 
pendence, : 

The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence begins with two par- 
agraphs stating beliefs about 
the nature of manand the nature 
of government, These para- 


graphs are: considered to be 
among the. most eloquent and 
influential ever written, One 
Sentence is probably one of the 
best known in all the writings 
of mankind. The sentence is 
“We hold these truths to be 
Self-evident; that all men are 
created equal; that they are 
endowed by their creator with 
certain unalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberity, 
and the pursuit of happiness, 

After the two opening para- 
graphs, there is a long list of 
Wrongs committed by the King 
and Parliament against the col- 
onist, These wrongs formed the 
campaign document or the poli- 
tical platform for the Ameri- 
can Revolution, They showed the 
world why independence was de- 
manded, 

The original writing of the 
Declaration of Independence 
was done by Thomas Jefferson. 
After minor changes were made 
the Declaration was signed by 
“The Representatives of the 
United States of America in 
General Congress”. The De- 


claration became the birthcer- . 


tificate of our nation.

DIET AND 
HEART DISEASE 


“Until we prove, at least in 
high-risk patients, that 
lowering cholesterol is 
beneficial and doesn’t have 
side effects associated with it, 
it’s hard to make those 
aggressive recommendations 
to the entire community,” 
says Dr. Robert Levy, 
director of the government’s 
National Heart and Lung 
Institute. 

Dr. Levy is speaking, of 
course, of the inappropriate- 
ness of recommending the 
lowering of  everyone’s 
cholesterol intake to prevent 
heart attacks. 

The body NEEDS 
cholesterol for many basic 
biological functions and, in 
fact, synthesizes most of the 
cholesterol it uses. Adults 
normally synthesize about 
1000 mg. of cholesterol daily. 
The actual amount varies 
with individuals and with the 
amounts of the diet. Usually, 
lower dietary levels result in 
more being synthesized by 
the body. The average 
American diet contains about 
500 mg. of cholesterol per 
day. 

Whether cholesterol from 
food is the culprit in heart 
disease has not been proved. 
After years of research we 
still do not know if raised 
blood cholesterol! levels are a 
CAUSE of heart disease or a 
SYMPTOM -- just as spots are 
a symptom of measles. 

Of the 20% of the 


population that may need to 
be concerned about their 


‘blood cholesterol levels, some 


may benefit a little from a 
change in diet -- but most 
require drugs to reduce their 
cholesterol to normal levels 
according to Dr. Raymond 
Reiser, Distinguished 
Professor of Biochemistry 
and Biophysics at Texas A&M 
University. 

“Limiting the consumption 
of eggs, dairy products and 
meat for everyone makes no 
more sense than putting 
everyone on a diabetic diet,” 
Dr. Reiser explains. 

“And,” he says, “no 
normal person will increase 
his blood cholesterol to 
pathological levels by eating 
saturated fat.” 

Certainly, no individual, on 
his own, especially in 
response to television ads and 
sales promotion, ought to 
drastically change his diet in 
hopes of preventing heart 
disease. The best approach 
for the average citizen is still 
to eat a balanced diet from a 
variety’ of all foods at a 
calorie level that will 
maintain his ideal weight

Tobacco chewing was es- 
pecially popular at the turn 
of the century. In the 1890's, 
there were some 10,000 dif- 
ferent brands of chewing to- 
bacco. One of those brands, 
believe it or not, was “Buz- 
zard.”’ 

It was not uncommon in 
the early days to see grand- 
pa sitting out on the front 
porch in his rocking chair 
and spitting into a nearby 
spittoon. He probably wasn’t 
too concerned with distance 
but accuracy certainly was 
important to avoid the wrath 
of grandma. 

Those are the two main 
criteria for the tobacco spit- 
ting contests being held 
around the country today -- 
accuracy and distance. And 
the winners in each divi- 
sion will get brass spittoons. 

The world’s record for 
tobacco spitting is more than 
25 feet. Contestants from all 
around the state will gather 
at Garrett Coliseum Saturday 
to try and beat the record. 
They will all don bibs and 
aim toward a bulls-eye which 
will be stretched out on the 
ground as a target. You 
can bet the spectators will 
keep a safe distance away! 
Oh, yes. In case there is a 
tie, the winner will be chosen 
in a sudden death “spit- 
off.” 

Perhaps it’s the Bicen- 
tennial, or perhaps it’s a 
fear that smoking causes can- 
cer, or maybe it’s just a fad. 


Whatever the reason, tobacco 
chewing is increasing and be- 
coming more popular. 

In the 19th century, 
chewing tobacco was made 
by cutting a plug out of a 
log and inserting tobacco. 
(That’s how the “plug” of 
tobacco phrase got started.) 
Honey and whiskey were 
poured over it and allowed 
to age. 

There are a lot of stories 
about persons who chew to- 
bacco. The country store was 
always a good place to gather 
for a game of checkers and 
a good chew. 

That brings to mind the 
story of the old-timer who 
chewed his tobacco and play- 
ed checkers religiously at 
the general store every day. 
But he presented a problem 
for the store owner. It seems 
the old man would spit on 
the floor because the owner 


of the store didn’t have a 


spittoon. 

Finally, the storeowner 
got a box and filled it with 
sand and would move it in 
the direction the man would 
spit. Every day he would 
move the sand box, trying to 
get under the spit. But every 
day the man would spit in a 
different area and still on the 
floor. 

Then one day the to- 
bacco chewer told the store- 
owner, “If you don’t quit 
moving that sand box around 
me, I’m going to spit in it!” 

The revival of chewers 
may bring them and the 
smokers to blows, hence this 
saying: 

You smoke, I chew. 

Don’t blow smoke on me 

And I won’t spit on you.

The official returns from the 
Tuesday run-off election were 
certified earlier Tuesday night 
than ever before in the history of 
Coffee County, The full use of 
the voting machines and the 
Short ballot combined to give a 
quick tally of the votes cast. 


BENNIE BECKHAM 


In Coffee County the lone in- 
cumbent in the run-off, County 
Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham, Commissioner, Dis- 
trict 4, Place 2, won his run- 
off with Roy Sims by a vote of 
4158 to 3510. This was a lead of 
644 votes. Beckham had led in 
the first primary by 1622 votes, 
Four years ago it wasSims who 
led in the first primary and 
Beckham overcame that lead to 
win in the run-off, 


GILMER GRANT 


Gilmer Grant came from a 
43-vote deficit behind Leon 
Smart in the first primary to 
win with an official 499-vote 
lead. Both men were vying for 
the office vacated by retiring 
Commissioner Albert Dyess in 
District 1. 


JIM ELLIS 


Jim Ellis retained his May 
4th lead to stand off a charge 
by Jean Parrish in their race for 
the office of Circuit Clerk, 
Ellis led by 523 votes. He had 
led by 318 in the first primary, 


BILL BOLAND 


Bill Boland came from be- 
hind Bill Daughtry to capture a 
seat on the Coffee County School 
Board, Both men were running 
for a seat to be vacated by 
Marion Sanders, who was anun- 
successful candidate for com- 
missioner this year. Boland 
trailed in the first primary by 
307 votes, but came back to 
win by 480 votes in Tuesday’s 
run-off, 


CAROLE KEAHEY 


Coffee County voters sup- 
ported Carole Keahey for U.S, 
Representative nominee to meet 
Bill Dickinson in November, 
Miss Keahey won the nomina- 
tion. Cc'fee County gave her a 
narrow 179 vote lead, 


JUANITA MC-DANIEL 


Jim Zeigler led-in Coffee 
County in the race for Presi- 
dent of the Public Service Com- 
mission as he did in the May 4 
primary. However, statewide 
Juanita McDaniel collected en- 
ough votes to win the spot, 
Zeigler led in Coffee County 
by a whopping 2180 votes, 


JACK HORNSBY 


Jack Hornsby in District 2 
Commissioner race, and Max J, 
Reeves in District 4, Place 3 
Commissioner race were nomi- 
nated after their run-off oppo- 
nents declined to run off the wide 
vote spread, 


BOUTWELL, SMITH 


The commission will be 
rounded out with Rex Boutwell, 
District 3, and Don Smith,Dis- 
trict 4, Place 1, Bothwonclear 
nomination in the first primary, 
Smith is an incumbent and Bout- 
well was vying for the seat of 
retiring commissioner 
F lournoy Whitman,
